Clark Howell Describes Washington Conferences; Gover- 
nor Rejected All Concessions, as MacDonald Insisted 
on Inclusion of Bridge in Secondary Fund List. 


Concessions offered by Thomas H.+ 
MacDonald, chief of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, and Congress- 
man Vinson, in whose district the 
controversial Ball's Ferry bridge proj- 
ect is located, ‘o Governor Talmadge 
Wednesday afternoon and night in 
Washington so that Georgia's $19.- 
000,000 federal road allotment could 
be released and work started, were 
public yesterday by Clark 
Howell Sr., editor of The Constitu- 
tion, in a formal statement covering 
the conferences with President Roose- 
velt, MacDonald and Vinson, 

Mr. Howell returned yesterday from 
Washington where he went at the in- 
vitation of the senate leader, Joseph 
T. Robinson, to attend the dinner 
given by the Jefferson Islands Club 
to President Roosevelt, at which about 
40 party leaders were present. Sen- 
ator Robinson is president of the 
club which is located about 15 miles 
out from Annapolis in Chesapeake 
bay. 

Conference is Arranged. 

While with the President last Sun- 
day Mr. Howell said to him that he 
believed a conference between him and 
Governor Talmadge would bring about 
a solution of the Georgia highway 
problem. As a result of this sugges- 
tion a conference was arranged for) 
last Wednesday at 3 o'clock, at which 
time Mr. Howell accompanied the 
Governor to the White House. 

Mr. Howell stated yesterday that 
the concessions offered by MacDonald 
and Vinson would have released the 
$19,000,000 allotment at once if they 
had been agreed to by the Georgia 
governor, 

First, MacDonald offered to release | 


the allotment if Talmadge would agree | 
only to building the foundation of the 
Ball's Ferry bridge within the neat 
year, the superstructure to come later. 
The Governor would not agree to this, 
Vinson Asks 2-Year Delay. 

Later Wednesday night, Congress- 
man Vinson called on the Governor

“Chief MacDonald explained that 
under the law 25 per cent of a cer- 
tain part of the Georgia allotment 
had to be expended on secondary farm- 
to-market highways, and that it could 
be used for no other purpose. 

“IT recognize,’ said MacDonald, 
‘that the Ball's Ferry bridge is not on 
a primary highway, and that there are 
other bridges and highways of greater 
importance, but they come under the 
general appropriation and are not con- 
trolled by the 25 per cent secondary 
limitation. In this classification I 
believe the Ball's Ferry bridge is en- 
titled to first consideration and that 
is why we insist upon its being in- 
cluded.’ + 

Adamant on Bridge. 

“The Governor then proceeded to 
explain that even in the secondary 
classification there were other bridges 
and highways of greater importance 
than the Ball's Ferry bridge. The 
Governor made it clear that he would 
not. under any condition, submit to 
the Ball's Ferry bridge at the present 
time, stating that it was the policy 
of the Highway Department to com- 
mit itself to the building of no bridge 
until the highway approaches had been 
completed. This, he said, is now be- 
ing done in Wilkinson county which 
is building its approach to the bridge. 
He said he believed that Johnson 
county on the other side will do the 
same thing later. The Governor then 
said that when these approaches were 
completed it would be time enough to 
consider the Ball's Ferry bridge but 
he would not vary the policy of the 
epartment not to -construct a bridge 
before the highways leading to it were 
at least graded. 

“Chief MacDonald then insisted 
that before he could consider the re- 
lease of Georgia's $19,000,000 highway 
allotment the Ball's Ferry bridge must 
be included, and the Governor stood 
by his contention that it would not 
be done but that the state would pro- 
ceed of its own accord in the con- 
struction of its highway plans. 

MacDonald Offers Compromise. 

“Then Chief MacDonald made the 
suggestion that he would be willing to 
release the allotment to the State 
Highway Board subject to satisfactory 
adjustment of the state engineering 
force, if the Governor would agree 
that only the foundation of the bridge 
should be constructed within the next 
year, the superstructure to come later.

LOS ANGELES, July 19.—(@%)— 
William Lynn Ransom, of New York 
city, was elected president of the 
American Bar Association in spirited 
balloting today over James M. Beck, 
former United States solicitor-general, 
who in a keynote address called for a 
halt in asserted centralization of gov- 
ernment. 

Beck was put forward suddenly in| 
the closing sessions of the conven- | 
tion. The nominating committee had 
submitted Ransom’s name and moved 
that nominations be closed, Beck's 
name then was offered and a mo- 
tion to reject it lost. Ransom won, 
209 to 178. 

It was the first time in the 58 
years’ history of the bar association 
that there had been a contest over the 
presidency.

Text of Resolution. 

Although the resolution did not 
mention the New Deal by name, it 
said:

Thousands of able-bodied fighting 
men streamed into this sun-baked cap- 
ital to enlist in the army, which the 
emperor himself is expected to lead 
to the front, and semi-independent 
chieftains out on the far-flung high- 
lands summoned councils of war. 

By word of mouth, by runners, by 
inprovised signals, the words of the 
king of kings and conquering lion 
of Judah before parliament yesterday 
were taken to the Ethiopian hinter- 
land. 

Haile Selassie—whose name means 
the “holy power of the ‘trinity’—~ 
called all his people, regardless of 
faith, sex or age, to join him in pour- 
ing out his life’s blood, if need be, 
for the nation’s “sacred” independ- 
ence. 

After reviewing efforts to settle the 
controversy with Italy without re- 
course to arms, the emperor said: 

“Should peaceful solution not be 
found, Ethiopia, stretching her hands

75,000 ITALIAN TROOPS

had shipped 75,000 troops through the 
‘Suez canal since her quarrel with 
Ethiopia started. 

Replying in writing to questions, the 
foreign secretary said: 

“While I have not detailed informa- 
tion, I am advised that up to July 6 
approximately 75,000 Italian troops, 
together with 29,000 laborers, passed 
through the Suez canal for the Italian 
colonies in East Africa.” 


As Britain’s cabinet prepared to 
meet again to reach definite decision 
on this nation’s policy at the forth- 
coming special session of the League 
of Nations’ council, authoritative 
quarters denied reports that an Italian 
protectorate over Ethiopia had been 
considered in current Anglo-French 
diplomatic exchanges.

PRESIDENT WOULD BAR 
SUITS AGAINST U.S, 


Delivers This Opinion Relat- 
ing to Gold Clause 
Litigation. 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—(/)— 
Belief that the government should 
have power to bar suits against it 
was expressed today by President 
Roosevelt. 

This view was given by the Presi- 
dent in his semi-weekly press confer- 
ence in response to questions about 
the pending Dill to ban litigation 
against the government on gold clause 
securities. 

Mr. Roosevelt was told that Senator 
Borah, republican, Idaho, had chal- 
lenged the right of the government to 
stop litigation. 

_He replied that every other govern- 
ment in the world exercises its right 
of sovereignty in this respect and he 
added that he thought the United 
States had that right. 


Asked about government railroad re- 
ceiverships, he observed there are va- 
rious federal agencies vitally interest- 
ed in the roads but added that the 
courts must determine the issue under 
the reorganization law. He also gave 
warning that there must not be blind 
lending of money to the roads and 
they must try to save themselves. 

The government's position, he ex- 
plained, depends on signs of improving 
conditions. 

The President indorsed the princip]- 
of the proposal by Ohio river cities 
to join together in an effort to pre- 
vent pollution of the stream.

FUNDS FOR WPA WORK 
STILL AWAITED HERE 


New Applications Filed 
With PWA as Approved 
Projects Wait for Money 


While Miss Gay B. Shepperson, 
Works Progress Administrator, yes- 
terday was anxiously awaiting receipt 
of approximately $3,500,000 from 
Washington to start WPA projects, J. 
Clarke Johnstone, chief engineer for 


the Public Works Administration, was | 


announcing the filing of seven new | 


applications for PWA projects. 

Althongh President Roosevelt has 
approved a list of more than 500 
WPA projects for Georgia and every- 
thing is in readiness for putting job- 
less breadwinners to work on them 
at once, the funds are still lacking. 

It was announced Monday that the 
necessary money would be sent from 
Washington within the next day or 
29, but Miss Shepperson is still await- 
ing word that it is on the way. 
Meanwhile, the state’s jobless are be- 
ing employed on relief projects at 
about half the pay they will receive 
on WPA work. 

The seven new applications an- 
nounced by Engineer Johnstone call 
for the expenditure of approximately 
$250,000 and bring the total amount 
sought by Georgia cities and counties 
‘up to $2,500,000. 

The largest of the new projects is 
a waterworks plant at Waynesboro to 
cost $98,680. Morven is seeking $39,- 
617 for a new high school; Griffin, 
$13,200 for a school: Clermont, $30,- 
(0 for a high school; Lawrenceville, 
$27.272 for a high school and gym- 
nasium; Arlington, $15,660 for a city 
hall and jail, and Statesboro, $6,050 
for school repairs. 

The new appliactions, if approved 
by J. Houstoun Johnston, state PWA 
director, will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington. It is probable the Statesboro 
application will be returned, inas- 
much as it comes under the classifica- 
tion of a WPA project.

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NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


PUZZLE WASHINGTON, July 19.—On the surface it appears that 

the vaunted publicity and political strategy. of the New Deal 
has gone stale. Only cursory answers have been made to the growing 
crescendo of opposition argument. No campaign to offset it effectively 
has been attempted. The New Dealers appear to be content to follow a 
passive policy of rebuttal. 

The President, has, in the past six months, made fewer speeches than 
silent Cal did in his most taciturn moods. President Roosevelt has 
dropped a few off-hand replies at his press conferences twice a week, 
but has shunned all current radio and speaking invitations. He has sub- 
mitted to congress a difficult legislative program, the political wisdom of 
which is doubted or not understood by many of his legislative leaders. 
He has insisted on keeping congress here to enact the program at a 
physically inopportune time, when the weather and the strained tem- 
pers of legislators make such a course appear to be illogical. 

This does not seem to make sense to the average outsider and most 
of the insiders, but to the few at the top who have been let in on the 
long-range program,.it is not as confusing as it sounds. It may appear 
to be an impossible political picture puzzle, but the pieces generally fit 
in if you know the combination. 


a 


HEADING-UP You can find one combination in what is happening 

in the courts. These decisions you are now reading 
about are only preliminary. The real issues about the constitutionality 
of AAA, TVA, etc., will be raised in the fall after congress adjourns. That 
is when the supreme court will render the final opinion. What this 
opinion will be is not now known, but most good lawyers suspect it will 
not be entirely favorable to the New Deal. 

While the lower courts are now differing, Mr. Roosevelt is trying to 
get legislation from congress which will accentuate the legal issue (Wag- 
ner law, Guffey bill). The constitutionality of these also will be de- 
cided by the supreme court before the next election. 

Consequently, both in the courts and in congress, Mr. Roosevelt is 
heading up toward a legal issue which may dominate all others. What 
he will do about it will not be decided by him but by the supreme court. 
Whether he will advocate a constitutional amendment to strengthen fed- 
eral authority or a milder course depends on the coming decisions. 

At any rate, anything said on this subject now will be obsolete in a 
few months. 


DOUBLE DUTY The other fundamental phase behind current ‘‘l- 

logical” procedure is merely a continuation of the 
basic strategy Mr. Roosevelt adopted with congress six months ago. He 
has made little effort to conceal the fact that he wanted congress to do 
two years’ work this year and why. 

Congress is a forum for the opposition. When it adjourns, the Presi- 
dent dominates the Washington scene. If he can get enough legislation 
now to last until after election, the coming January session of congress 
will not amount to much. He can get rid of the boys in short order, 
and thus avoid the necessity of having it on his hands in a campaign year, 

The legal issue has arisen since Mr. Roosevelt started on that legis- 
lative course, but it has not changed his purpose. * 

if the supreme court treats his New Deal kindly this fall, he can still 
get away with a brief January session. If it does not, all the current 
criticisms and attacks can be centered into that one issue and carried 


into the campaign. 
WAITING GAME In view of these situations, the Roosevelt strate- 
gists (meaning largely Mr. Roosevelt himself) 

consider that it would be a waste of ammunition to unmask their de- 
fense guns now. From all standpoints, it is obviously too early. Fur- 
thermore, congress is still looking over Mr. Roosevelt’s shoulder. When 
it adjourns, the President’s transcontinental tour will start. This will 
be the opening salvo of the ’36 campaign. From then on, the firing from 
the masked publicity batteries of the New Deal will be increasingly 
heavier. 

Whether this strategy will succeed or fail in any particulars, or 
whether it is a wise course may be a debatable subject, but at least it 
explains many things which are now otherwise unexplainable. 


HEROISM The President is said to have convinced his capitol ad- 

visers of the wisdom of this course during conferences on 
the way to and from Jefferson Island last week-end. That is why they 
returned to Capitol Hill with the word that they thought this session of 
congress would last a long time yet. However, they did not seem to be 
very eager about it, although they did start some activity to push the tax 
bill along. 

Later, a front man at the treasury surveyed the congressional situa- 
tion and reported confidentially to the President that ‘only heroic ef- 
forts” would keep congress in session until the tax program is enacted.

Treasure Laden Sloop Is Located 
By Salvagers in Deep Delaware Bay 


Ship With 40 Men, Loot From Two Captured Spanish Gal- 
leons and Cargo of $800,000 in Gold Was 
Capsized in Year of 1789. 


LEWES, Del., July 19.—(4)—The 
jinx that stood guard for 140 years 
over the treasure chests of the sunken 


sloop De Braak was broken today and 
a band of fortune hunters were con- 
vinced they had located the privateer’s 
huge treasure of gold. 
rom the shifting sands off Cape 
Henlopen in the depths of Delaware 
bay—where the British sloop sank in 
17898—a diver dug a carved old wood- 
en railing to place the treasure site. 
The rail is undeniably a piece from 
the sunken hulk, the treasure hunt- 
ers were told by Randolph MacCrack- 
en, great-grandson of De Braak’s skip- 


r. 

Content with his word, the leaders 
of the salvage expedition, Charles N. 
|Calstead, of Attleboro, Mass., and 
|Richard T. Wilson, of Providence, R. 
I., hurried back to New England for 
equipment to raise the wreck. 

The ancient ship lies half buried in 
the sand, their diver, Harry Morgan, 
of Florida, reported. Through weeks 
of probing the bay floor, he had some- 
how evaded the jinx that stopped every 
other search since the  richly-laden 
sloop went to the bottom. 

Hailing from the West Indies with 
Captain James Drew in command, the 
De Braak was seeking an anchorage 
near the cape. Her sails caught a sud- 
dlen gust of wind and laid her on her 
beam. She filled with water and sank. 

Forty men, the loot from two cap- 
tured Spanish galleons, and her own 
cargo of $800,000 in gold went to the 
bottom with her. 

Throughout the nineteenth century. 
the wreck attracted treasure seekers. 

A stock company was organized in 
| Philadelphia 50 years ago and Phila- 
delphians gobbled up its stock at S25 
‘a share, After large sums had _ been 


spent without result, the stock fell to 
10 cents and the project was aban- 
doned. 

Three years ago, the Baltimore Der- 
rick & Salvage Company tried to raise 
the sloop. One of its salvage ships 
caught fire and was destroyed. A si8s- 
ter ship, a few weeks later, ran 
aground off the cape and was wrecked. 

The jinx scared off all-comers after 
that until the New Englanders arrived.

Officials Study Steps To Be 
Taken If AAA Is Held 
Illegal. 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—()— 
The administration was disclosed to- 
day to be considering steps that may 


be taken to continue the tobacco con- 
trol program in the event the AAA 
is declared unconstitutional. 

Linked with the. problem was the 
possibility that if processing taxes are 
held illegal, tobacco companies may 
seek to recover under the George 
amendments to the AAA bill adopted 
today by the senate opening the courts 
to processors who have not passed the 
levy on the producers or consumers. 

The future of the tobacco program, 
considered one of the most successful 
under the AAA, was discussed at a 
lengthy conference today between 
President Roosevelt and Representa- 
tive Hancock, democrat, North Caro- 
lina. 

Hancock, while declining to say 
what suggestions were considered, said 
he and the President exchanged ideas 
on the whole question. 

“The President knows as much 
about the success of the tobacco pro- 
gram as anyone,” the North Carolina 
representative added, “and with the 
great popularity of the control plan 
I am sure every precaution will be 
taken to safeguard it whatever may 
be the outcome of the AAA.”

FIFTY-THREE INIURED” 
IN DAKOTA STRIKE RIOT 


Sioux Falls Packing Planf 
Shut Down After Furious 
Hand-to-Hand Fight. 


SIOUX FALLS, July 19.—(P)— 
Striking workmen threw a tight pick 
et line about the Morrell plant late 
today after 53 persons were injured 
in a brief but bloody hand-to-hand bat- 
tle between strikers and non-strikers, 

Heads were lacerated and bones 
broken as the two factions, estimate 
ed to total nearly 400, clashed near 
the plan‘ ates. The fighting starte- 
ed when non-striking workmen ate 
tempted to storm the picket lines to 
reach their jobs. 

Sticks and stones filled the air for 
about five minutes before the strikers 
drove off the main group of their op- 
ponents. Nearly 100 of the latter 
were reported, however to have pene- 
trated the lines and reached the plant. 

More than 30 injured were treated 
at one clinic, and a half-dozen others 
had wounds dressed at a hospital. 


Several more suffered contusions oF 
scratches which required no attene 
tion. 


Company officials said approximate« 
ly 350 workers were inside the plant, 
but that no slaughtering was under« 
taken. This force included about 123 
office workers who were permitted to 
pass the picket lines. 


The union men walked out sudden- 
ly today demanding reinstatement of 
29 fellow-workers discharged last 
March after a previous strike at the 
plant had resulted in calling of na- 
tional guardsmen and a declaration of 
martial law. 

John Morrell Foster, secretary of 
the company, said it would not asi 
Governor Tom Berry to cal Ithe na¢ 
tional guard. 

“We feel,” he said, “the situation 
should be handled by the local aue¢ 
thorities, It is up to them to say 
whether men who want to work should 
be perritted to do so.” 

He added strike pickets had halted 
a switch engine attempting to shuns 
cars into the plant for loading. 

Governor Berry at Pierre said hé 
would not act to summon the guard 
IF te, Falls authorities request- 
ed aid. 


STREET CARS HALTED 
IN OMAHA STRIKE 


COUNCIL BLUFFS, Iowa, July 
19.—(4)—Street car operation was 
prohibited in this city tonight after 
violence from the Omaha tram dis- 
pute crossed the Missouri river and 
brought injury to five persons here. 

Mayor Hugh Finerty, who single- 
handedly ended rioting here last night 
after a strike sympathy meeting, bar- 
ced running of the trams. He also 
banned mass meetings. 

Though strike leaders had warned 
any outbreak might hurt their cause, 
scenes reminiscent of the three bloody 
nights of battling in South Omaha 
last month followed the meeting last 
night. 

It started with a shower of bricks 
at the street cars and a sortie against 
the car barn. 

Authorities said M. W. Inman, an 
employe of the Omaha and Council 
Bluffs Street Railway Company since 
the strike trouble started April 20, 
fired six shots, wounding ichard 
Stecentio’, a striker, in the shoulder 
when pickets demolished and burned 
Inman's atitomobile during the trou- 
ble. Inman was held at the police 
station. 

In the melee two other persons were 
injured and two non-striking workers 
were hurt as the car barn was stoned 
and a tram damaged by fire. , 

The :trike was apparently settled 
once after a six weeks’ walkout which 
started April 20. Union demands for 
higher wages and recognition were, 
however, left subject to future nego- 
tiations. But a dispute over seniori< 
ty revived the whole controversy sev- 
eral days ago.

Government bonds crept 
ahead slightly but the trading volume 
was the lowest since the exchange 
hegan to keep a record of daily trans- 
actions in July, 1934.

The day's decline in shares as 
measured by the Associated Press av- 
erage of 69 stocks, was . of a point 
at 45.5. The dip was accomplished 
on smaller volume than in the past 
two sessions. ‘Turnover came to 
1,173,110 shares.

BY LEADING REFINERS 


NEW YORK, July 19.—(/)—Lead- 
ing sugar refiners today reduced the 
price of refined sugar 35 points to 
4.90 cents a pound, effective from the 
opening of the market yesterday to 
the close on Monday, at which time 
the price will be advanced to 5.10 
cents a pound. 


The present reduction brings the 
price of refined back to where it was 
when business was last done in this 
market. The advance to 5.25 cents 
some time ago was made when re- 
finers were represented as believing 
raw sugar would sell considerably 
higher and refined was boosted to dis- 
courage bookings until more settled 
conditions prevailed. 

The recent decision of the federal 
circuit court of appeals at Boston 
that the processing taxes of AAA was 
unconstitutional brought lower raw 
sugar prices with the resultant will- 
ingness of refiners to do business 
again.

Wheat closed unsettled at the same 
as yesterday's finish to 3-8 higher, 
September 84 3-8 to 84 5-8, corn 1-8 
off to 1-4 up, September 75 3-8 to 
75 1-2, oats unchanged to 3-8 down,, 
and provisions unchanged to 10 cents 
decline, 

Corn traders took their cue chiefly 
from market action. Speculators were 


reported in numerous cases as await- 
ing the outcome of corn crop develop- 
ments the next few weeks. Oats and 
rye dealings lacked feature. 

Provisions were somewiat easier, 
on account of profit-taking by hold- 
ers.

NEW YORK, July 19.—Bank clear- 
ings continue large in volume, The to- 
tal for the 22 leading cities in the 
United States for the week ended Wed- 
nesday, July 17, as reported by Dun 
& Bradstreet. Inc., was $5,863,223,000, 
against $5,159,827,000 for the corre- 
sponding week of last year, an increase 
of 13.6 per cent. This contrasted with 
a decrease of 8.1 per cent for the five- 
day week ended July 10. At New York 
city clearings were $3,975,281,000, an 
increase of 15.8 per cent over the 
amount reported a year ago, while the 
aggregate for centers outside of New 
York of $1,887,942,000 was 9.4 per 
cent higher. 

The largest percentage of increase 
appeared in the cities on the Pacific 
coast. Substantial gains occurred also 
at Philadelphia, Richmond, Detroit, 
Louisville and Minneapolis. 

Clearings for the latest week ex- 
ceeded those for the five days of the 
preceding week by $1,535,619,000, 
whereas for the same week a year ago 
the increase was $450,251,000.

‘Market Outlook

NEW YORK, July 19.—(UP)— 

Wall Street was divided tonight fol- 
lowing the minor setback to stock 
prices in today’s session. 

The decline will be followed by a 
broader reaction, pessimists believed. 
Optimists thought today’s performance 
was merely a technical movement. 


The optimists predominated. Argu- 
ments of each side were far apart. 
On one side was the fact that a mod- 
erate reaction would touch off stop- 
loss orders, which might result in a 
scramble to take profits. This view 
was justified by reasoning that hand- 
some profits, even now, await those 
who bought at the low point three 
or four months ago. 


Contrarily, many orders to buy were 
placed before the market, and these 
should prevent a major reaction at 
this time. Confidence in the general 
business outlook is growing, and 
stocks of companies paying dividends 
or with prospects in the near future 
have found excellent support. 

An interesting sidelight of the 
street’s outlook was the investment 
market. Demand for corporation re- 
funding and municipal bonds is ex- 
cellent. A United States treasury of- 
fering this week was oversubscribed 
more than five times. Duquesne Light 
Company 3 1-2 per cent bonds sold 
at a premium before the close of 
business the first day they were of- 
fered to the public. Reports from Bal- 
timore show that municipal bonds, 
par 100. are selling as high as 124. 

Today’s reaction was stimulated by 
weakness in oil shares. Reduction of 
gasoline and crude oil prices created 
uncertainty in the oil industry. A 
sharp drop in earnings was reported 
by the Atlantic Refining Company. 
Other oil companies may show de- 
creased profits, 

Other sections of the market held 
up well during most of the session, 
and supported general belief that more 
than a minor setback in one division 
of the market will he necessary to 
set off a protracted decline.
